losses of the Red army in the battle 
of Smolensk, the high command de- 
clared today, reiterating that the 
fierce struggle In front of Moscow 
has ended victoriously for Adolf 
Hitler's armies. 
On the Smolensk front alone, the 


communique said, 310,000 Russians 
fell prisoner and 3,205 tanks and 
3,120 artillery pieces were captur- 
ed. 
It said the Russians lost 1,- 


098 planes In the battle and an "un- 
surveyable amount of other war 
material." 
It then gave in detail the pro- 
gress of German forces from the 
time spearheads shot out from the 
twin battlefields of Blalystok and 
Minsk to what the high command 
claims now to be total success In 
the battle of Smolensk. 
This was the follow-up report 


in which ,the high command yes- 
terday promised to tell point by 
point 
how 
Germany's 
soldiers 


pierced the Stalin line and drove 
a salient deep toward Moscow. 
DNB,

A Red army unit, betrayed by 


the glint of Its bayonets in a grain- 
field, it said, was annihilated by 
a German attack.

Own Losses Comparatively low. 
Of the staggering statistics of 
Russian losses in six weeks of bit- 
ter fighting on the 2,000-mile front 
from the White to the Black Sea, 
Adolf Hitler's newspaper, Voelk- 
Ischer Beobachter, declared today: 
"Our grim satisfaction over these 


monstrous successes is increased 
by the knowledge that our own 
losses in comparison with what we 
have accomplished are low."

man crew fere injured. 


Died Gloriously. 


"This morning Captain 
Bruno 
Mussolini 
died 
gloriously 
near 
Pisa following an accident in the 
flight of an experimental plane," 
said the official announcement. 
Thus ended a young life into 


which action in three wars had 
been jammed, along 
with

thrills of transatlantic flight, air 
and motor racing.

After beating off a republican 


sponsored attempt yesterday to 
limit the extra duty requirement 
to one year, the chamber adopted 
an amendment by Senator Thomas 
(D-Utah) to 
pending legislation 


fixing the maximum service lia- 
bility of selectees, guardsmen and 
reserves at 2 1-2 years, Instead of 
the present one year. Men who 
enlisted for three years could bo re- 
tained 4 1-2 years. The vote was 
44 to 28. 


Previously, sponsors 
had 
pro- 


posed that the citizens soldiers and 
regulars be kept in uniform for 
an indefinite period. 


The Thomas amendment provid- 
ed that congress could extend the 
additional 18-month period if it 
subsequently found it necessary to 
do so in the Interest of national 
defense. 
It also could terminate 
the legislation by passage of a con- 
current resolution. 
Final senate approval of the re- 
vised measure was expected to fob 
low swiftly.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.— 
Harold L. Ickes, defense petrol- 
eum administrator, said today four 
American tanker ships were being 
turned over to Russia to haul avia- 
tion gasoline. 
At the same time he said a short- 
age of aviation 
gasoline 
in the 


United States, with possible severe 
effects on military and commercial 
flying, was likely unless the ca- 
pacity for producing this high oc- 
taln fuel Is Increased immediately. 
The transfers to Russia might 


contribute to a limited general pe- 
troleum shortage in West Coast 
areas, he said. 
Ickes told newsmen that a com- 
pulsory plan to conserve gasoline 
on the Bast Coast "may not be 
very far ahead." 
He said that 


gasoline consumption on the At- 
lantic seaboard had Increased ma- 
terially in the last two weeks, de- 
spite the widespread effort to In- 
fluence motorists 
voluntarily 
to 


curtail consumption. 


The problem of Increasing Amer- 
ica's capacity for producing avia- 
tion gasoline, which requires spe- 
cial machinery, will be taken up 
by Ickes Monday at a meeting here 
of chairmen of regional oil indus- 
try committees. 
The situation with regard to this 
gasoline, the co-ordlnator said, "Is 
causing a good deal of concern,"

A terrace maintenance demon- 
itratlon will be held Friday aftor- 
*noon at 13:0 on the S. B. Beaaley 
farm at Roane and all farmers 
In that section of the county have 
been Invited to be present for the 
occasion according to an announce- 
ment from officials of the Coral- 
cana office of the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service. 
A spokesman or the local service 
unit pointed out that many of the 
farmers In the county needed ter- 
race maintenance since 
a large 


percentage of the structures which 
have been in use for several years 
Are no longer effective, because 
ftie continued practice of one crop 
farming and tillage up and down 
the slopes have reduced the ca- 
pacity of the terrace channels suf- 
ficiently for overtopping to occur 
frequently. 
It was pointed out that construc- 


tion of the terraces was only the 
beginning step in a conservation 
program and the expense of build- 
ing the erosion controls was wast- 
ed unless followed by proper main- 
tenance and cultivation, which en- 
ablest plowing and planting parallel 
to the terraces and use of strip 
crops to retard erotlon. 


Several maintenance demonstra- 
tions have been staged by the 
soil conservation service In vari- 
ous locations during the past two 
weeks.

DAIRY COWS ARE 


MOSTPROFITABLE 


COLLEGE STATION, Aug. 6.— 


(Special).—Records for 1940 of'the 
Texas Dairy Herd Improvement 
Association show that high pro- 
ducing cows are the most profit- 
able, says G. G. Gibson, assistant 
dairyman of the A. and M. College 
extension service. 


The total feed cost of a 400-pound 


butterfat cow was $14 more than 
for the 100 pound butterfat cow. 
At the same 
time, 
the income 


above feed cost for the 400 pqund 
producer was $01 more than for 
the 100 pound butterfat animal. 
The low producing cow had a to- 
tal feed cost of 25 cents a pound 
butterfat while the feed cost for 
the high producer was 17 cents, or 
eight cents a pound less. 


Costs for roughage and grain In- 


crease with 
production, 
Gibson 


says. But dairymen expect to feed 
more grain or concentrates to the 
high producing cows in order to 
get more production. For example, 
the records show that grain costs 
increased from $10 and $24, re- 
spectively.

out these hairs. 
Tweezing is all 


right on the brows—but for the 
lip it seems to be more irritating. 
There are depilatory waxes which 
you can get in your drug or de- 
partment stores, which 
remove 


the hair by pulling it at one time. 
Because the wax pulls the hair 
from slightly below the surface, 
it is slower in making another 
appearance, and I 
have 
found 
that gradually the growth seems 
to be less noticeable. At least it 
would never come in stubbly—the 
reason why shaving is taboo. 


Another method is to use 
a. 


depilatory cream which destroys 
the hair on the skin surface. This 
is entirely painless and also will 
not encourage further growth nor 
will the hair come in stubbly. 


If it ig not very noticeable, I 


think it is wise to leave well 
enough alone—or you can bleach 
It with strong peroxide of hydro- 
gen—or equal parts of peroxido 
and a pure white ammonia ob- 
tained at your drug store. In many 
cases this latter mixture works 
most 
successfully—tho 
peroxide 


bleaching, and the ammonia grad- 
ually detroying 
the 
hair. 
Of 


course, this is a strong solution 
and should 
the skin 
become 


slightly irritated, discontinue the 
use of the mixture for a few days 
and 
apply 
a 
little 
nourishing 


cream to sooth the area.

This pad may also be used on 
the legs.

off a few unduly or noticeable
